"108 — Unless otherwise specially provided for in any indi- 
vidual case, every employee of the Corporation, other than an 
employee who is entitled to Pension-ctim-Gratuitv under regu- 
lation 108-A, or who is a Government Servant on deputation 
to the Corporation, shall subscribe to the Contributory Provi- 
dent Fund (DVC) or to the Employees' Provident Fund 
(DVC), as the case may be. in accordance with the rules of 
these Provident Funds, as might be applicable to the employees 
in question.” 

(2) in regulation 108-A, 

(a) in clause (2), (3), (5) and (6), for the words "Con- 
tributory Provident Fund”, wherever they occur, the 
words “Contributory Provident Fund (DVC) or the 
Employees’ Provident Fund (DVC) as the case may 
be” shall be substituted. 

(b) in clause (7), for the words “Contributory Provident 
Fund benefit” the words “benefit under the Contri- 
butory Provident Fund (DVC), or as the case may 
be. under the Employees’ Provident Fund (DVC)” 
shall be substituted; 

(c) in clause (8), 

(i) for the words “Contributory Provident Fund” where- 
ver they occur. Die words “Contributory Provident 
Fund (DVC) or the Employees’ Provident Fund 
(DVC), as the case may be” shall be substituted; 

(ii) for the words “Contributory Provident Fund Rules 
(DVC)’’, wherever they occur, the words “Contribu- 
tory Provident Fund Rules (DVC) or the Employees’ 
Contributory Provident Fund Rules (DVC). 1962” 
shall be substituted; 

(iii) for the words “Contributory Provident Fund Bene- 
fits", the , words “benefits under the Contributory 
Provident Fund (DVC) or as the case may be, under 
the Emolpyees’ Provident Fund (DVC)” shall be 
substituted,
